California and the great interior val¬ 
leys. Swiss chaul, beets and cabbage 
also are splendid. Beets and chard can 
be planted a foot apart in three-foot 
rows, kale in hills three to four feet 
! apart, and giant cabbage four to five 
feet. 

The latter grows to immense size, 
single specimens weighing 90 pounds, 
having been reported. The under 
leaves can be broken off and fed, as 
with kale, or an entire plant hung in 
a yard for the chickens to pick at. 

Sudan grass is comparatively a new 
kind of green poultry feed, which 
needs a hot climate and plenty of 
water for best results. It should be 
drilled in rows three feet apart. 

All crops intended for green poultry- 
feed should have plenty of moisture in 
order to make them tender and juicy, 
for chickens will not eat plants unless 
they are in this condition. Green 
plants do not rank high in nutrients, 
but make a fine conditioner, assisting 
in the digestion of dry provender. Be¬ 
fore acquiring his flock, the beginning 
poultry-man should first arrange for a 
supply of green feed, experienced pro¬ 
ducers advise.

Predictions of 16-cent gasoline are freely made. No¬ 
body seems to regard such a drop as likely to be permanent, 
but merely an oft used means of running some of the inde¬ 
pendent refiners nut of business. It is an old game. You 
can begin the cycle at any point. Supposing we begin at 
the point where prices are high enough to be very profitable. 
Competition comes in and perhaps makes a better gasoline. 
It gets enough business to cut into the big profits. Monopo¬ 
ly accordingly reduces prices far enough and long enough to 
freeze out the competition, or most of it. Quality may be 
improved for a time. When the independents are out of 
business quality begins to decline as prices begin to rise. 
The process continues until the market again has little but 
poor monoply gas which is sold at top prices. Then the 
monopoly gets the velvet until a new crop of independents 
are attracted to go up against the buzz saw. The outcome 
of the present price war is more problematical than in the 
past. The great increase in the number and volume of in¬ 
dependent production makes it much more difficult to freeze 
out competition. The outlook is much better from the 
standpoint of the consumer.

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Bad Digestion Causes 
Most Chick Mortality 

We are grateful to Mr. M. A. Sco¬ 
field of Gardena for the following bit 
of veiy worth-while and timely advice. 
This article was clipped from his pub¬ 
lication, “The Co-operative Poultry- 
man—Kditor. 

The immediate cause of most of 
chick mortality is of a digestive na¬ 
ture. The beginner will tell you that 
his chicks died of bowel trouble. For 
the moment we will not consider what 
may have been the ultimate cause, hut 
as a fundamental fact, it is usually 
faulty digestion resulting from the 
slow movement of food stream that 
is to blame. Healthy chicks have 
rapid digestion; sick chicks have slow 
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digestion always. Therefore, as a 
general principle we should attempt to , 
speed up digestion. This is accom¬ 
plished first of all by giving the chicks 
a favorable environment. For ex¬ 
ample, the heat should be even and the 
brooder room sufficiently watm for 
comfort in the morning. Many chicks 
are lost by overcrowding. Brooder 
room sufficient for 500 chicks, for ex¬ 
ample, is crowded with 1000. Chicks 
should be separated or the sizes di¬ 
vided at least twice during the brood¬ 
ing period. By separation into sizes 
or dividing the brood we tend to do 
away with piling and sweating. 

See that the chicks consume a bal¬ 
anced ration—nit more than half, 
chick mash and half cracked grain. ' 
Some believe thul two-fifths mash and 
three-fifths grain is better. Chicks 


left to themselves will often consume 
75 per cent mash. There should bo 
an abundance of green feed fed regu¬ 
larly—preferably twice a day. In ad¬ 
dition to greens, feed milk solids lib¬ 
erally, either a - natural milk or pow¬ 
dered milk “re-made” in proportion 
of one pound of milk powder to 16 
pounds of water. We believe that 
both the green feed and the milk make 
the ash content of its food available 
to the chick. Those of you who have 
studied the vitamine theory will un¬ 
derstand how important these mater¬ 
ials are to healtny growth. 

There are also some mechanical aids 
for securing rapid digestion. In case 
digestion is slow, 5 to 20 per cent of 
fine sand may be added to the mash

per cent during wet cold weather to 
insure rapid digestion. We believe 
such an amount is unnecessary in 
Southern California. It is found in 
laboratory practice that chicks fed 10 
per cent of paper, finely ground, live 
much better than those without the 
fiber. The bend t from feeding crude 
fiber to chicks depends on how finely 
it is ground. Fiber in chunks is det¬ 
rimental to chicks, but when finely 
\ ground, it has proven to be only sec- 
: ond to sand as a means of speeding 
I up digestion. When the weather is 
unpleasant and the chicks cannot be 
out exercising, feed less than other¬ 
wise. A cold day or windy day fol¬ 
lowing several sunshiny warm days i. 
very apt to throw the chicks off simply 
because, under the circumstances pre¬ 
vailing that day, the chicks were over¬ 
fed. 

In the event that the brood is 
threatened with eocciciosis, be espe¬ 
cially careful that the chicks do not 
< sweat and afterwards chill. Substi¬ 
tute green feed and lactic acid for one 
of the regular feeds during the middle 
of the day. Sour natural milk, 10 per 
cent semi-solid, or 5 per cent of Wah- 
Lac, all carry Lactic Acid and are all 
active physics if given at the same 
time with the green food. Two days 
in succession should cure any case in 
the beginning. Lactic Acid should not 
he fed for a long period as a preven¬ 
tive. It will not prevent because chicks 
as well as parasites become immune. 
We have found that feeding lactic 
acid intermittently—that is one or two 
•lays—gives better results than con¬ 
tinuous feeding. Sweet milk may be 
fed with results; but do not feed sweet 
milk and sou*' milk the same day. 
Sweet or slightly sour milk for three 
days with a feed of lactic acid the 
fourth day gives splendid results. Be 
careful of irregular feeding. Chicks 
should be fed at the same hour every 
day while they are in the brooder. 
Probably four feedings a day will be 
found satisfactory from the first day 
the ( hicks are fed until they are taken 
out of the brooders. 

Prevention of culls must be started 
in the brooders. It is exceedingly ex¬ 
pensive to cull out undesirable hens 
and pullets after they reach maturity. 
More or less of such culling must b< 
done, but as far as possible the de¬ 
velopment .of culls should he checked 
in the very beginning. Most poultry- 
men who do not make a success of 
their business fail because they are 
not able to produce the right kind of 


pullets. Low vitality is usually one 
of the causes of unprofitable egg pro¬ 
duction. Those who make money 
from their hens are always successful 
in brooding their chicks. In the pre¬ 
vention of under-sized and pinched 
pullets nothing is more effectual than 
separating the various sizes. It is 
especially important that the little 
cockerels be removed as soon as they 
show comb, even though 3 or 4 weeks 
of age. Also the large muscular pul¬ 
lets which grow faster than the aver¬ 
age frequently develop into large 
beefy hens which seldom make high 
produce-s, yet owing to their size they 
boss the smaller pullet chicks from 
their feed, and as a result some of the 
little pullets become culls when as a 
matter of fact they were naturally en¬ 
dowed with good inheritance, provided 
they had been given a chance. The 
high producing hen is seldom an ag- i 
gressive combative hen, and this is 
especially true in early life. 

It is hardly necessary to mention 
the fact that many experiments have 
been tried with backward pullets tak¬ 
en before they were permanently in¬ 
jured ami given a favorable environ¬ 
ment, and these unpromising pullets 
made unusually good egg records 
later on. We have too great a wast¬ 
age in brooding our chicks. Not only 
those that die, but also those that are 
ill-developed so that in the flock they 
are not able to grow strong bodies 
that will endure the strain of heavy 
egg production. 

Few persons who operate brooder 
houses realize how rapidly normal 
chicks develop. How the growth of 
each chick and the increased amount 
of room and fresh air necessary is in¬ 
creased when multiplied by 500 or 
1000 chicks, as the case may be. The 
increased needs of one chick during 
a period of two weeks is small, but 
multiplied by 1000, for example, the 
increased need becomes great. For 
this reason, reducing the pressure in 
the brooder room by removing 10 or 
20 per cent of the largest chicks will

often give remarkable results. If the 
poultryman, in brooding his chicks, 

I will give attention, first, to speeding 
up their digestion and later, as an aid 
to accomplish the same end, the num¬ 
ber of chicks in the brooder be reduced 
the writer feels confident that there 
will be fewer culls to take out, and a 
larger egg production per pullet; so 
that altogether tha poultryman will 
find his venture a great deal more 
profitable.
